The old gentleman’s receipt consists 
of lard made from the fat of degsin the 
same manner as ordinary lard is made 
from hug fat. When made it has a 
greenish-yellow color, and resembles in 
taste and appearance bad butter. Schweit- 
zer, to show that it was harmless, ate 
about as much as would sicken a dozen 
ordinary men while the reporter was 

resent. Schweitzer’s house is 4 market 
or all the boys of the neighborhood,who 
pick up wandering dogsand dispose of 
them to him fora small consideration. 
He does hot kill them himself, but turns 
them over to a butcher who, resides in 
the next block. After cutting the dog’s 
throat, theanimalis hung up until the 
blood all drains from his carcass. The 
butcher then hands over to Mr. Schweit- 
zer, who separstes the fat from tho lean, 
using the fat for tne purpose described.
